to be of Pur ſwoꝛn Councell, and not tye 
Our Self up not to hear any moze then 
twenty five (and thoſe not choſen abſolutely 
by Us) out of a Kingdom ſo -repleniſhed 
with Judicious and Experienced Perſons 
in ſeverall kindes. And though we ſhall( 
the pꝛopoꝛtionable Confideration due 
_ alwayes weigh the Advices of 

ur Gꝛeat and Pꝛivie Councell, yet Me 
allo look upon their Advices, as Advices,nob 
as Commands oꝛ Impoſitions; upon them 
as Our Councelloꝛs, not as Dur Tutoꝛs 
and Guardians, and upon Our Seik as their 
King, not as their Pupill, oz Ward; fo 
whatſoever of Regality were by the Modeſtie 
of Jnterpeetation left in Us in the firſt part 
of theſecond Demand, as to the Parliament, 
is taken from Us in the ſecond part of the 
ſaine , and placed in this new fangled kinde

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cerning the Affairs of this Kingdom, which

Our Money ſtopt from Us, Our Guards 
(in which we have no other Jutention then 
to hinder wel end ON gs — being 
pꝛopoꝛtionable to their beginnings) are not 
onely defied to be diſinid befoꝛe ſatiſfactt- 
on koꝛ the Injurie, puniſhments of the Inju⸗ 
rers, and care taken foꝛ Our future Securt- 
tie from the line: But it is likewiſe deſired 
(and foꝛ this Law is pꝛetended, and might 
as Well have been foz the reſt, which yet 
with ſome ingenuitie are it ſeems acknow- 
ledged to be but Meſires of Grace) that we 
Hall not foꝛ the future rafſe any Guards o2 
extrao2dinarie Fo2ces , but in caſe of actuail 
Rebellion oꝛ Invaſion, which if it had been 
Law, and ſo obſerved in the time of Our fa⸗ 
mous Pꝛedeceſſoꝛs, few of thoſe Urctones

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if no Foꝛces mult be levied till Rebeflions and 
Invaſions (Which will not ſtay foz the cal- 
ung of Paritaments , and their conſent foz 
railing Foꝛces) be actuall, they muſt un- 
doubtedly (at leaſt moſt pꝛobably) be effectu- 
all and pꝛevalent. 

And as neither care is taken foꝛ Our 
Rights, Honour, noꝛ ſafetie as a Pꝛince, ſo 
Our Rights as a pꝛivate Perſon are endea- 
voured to be Had from Us, it being aſked, 
that it may be unlawfull and unpunichable, 
not oneiy to conclude, but even to treat of any

Education and Marriage of their Childzen, 
from Which we are aſked to debar Our Self, 
and have the moze reaſon to take it ill, that 
wwe are ſo, becauſe foꝛ Pur choice of a Go- 
vernour foꝛ Our Son, and of a Huſband fox 
Our Daughter (m Which the Pꝛoteſtant 
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Reltgion was Our pꝛincipall Conſideration) 
We conceived We had reaſon to —— vour 
preſent thanks, aud the increaſe of your fu- - 
ture truſts, | 
-- -Weſuppoſe theſe Demands by this time to 
appear ſuch as the Demanders cannot be 
— — to Have any ſuch reall fear of Us as 
hath been long pꝛetended, they are too much 
in the ſtyle, not onely of equals, but of Con⸗ 
queroꝛs, and as little to be intended foꝛ remo⸗ 
ving of Jealouſies ( foꝛ which end they are 
ſa:d to be asked, and that is not as Mer⸗ 
chants ask at ſirſt much moꝛe then they Will 
take, but as moſt neceſſary to effect it, which 
(if they be) God help this pooꝛ Kingdom, 
and thoſe who are in the hands of ſuch Per⸗ 
ſons, whole Jealouſies nothing elſe Will re⸗

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as foz Dur Subjects ſake theſe Rights are 
veſted in Us, ſo foꝛ their ſakes. as well as 
foꝛ Our own, We are reſolved not to quit 
them, noꝛ to fubvert (though in a Parliamen⸗ 
tary way) the ancient, equall, happy, well · 
poyſed , and never enough commended Con⸗ 
ſtitution of the Government of this King- 
dom, noꝛ to make Our Self of a King of 
England a Duke of Venice, and this of a King: 
dom a Republique, | 
There being thꝛee kindes of Government 
amonalt men, Abſolute Monarchy, Ariſto⸗ 
cracy and' Democracy, and all theſe having 
their particular conventencies and inconvent- 
encies: The experience and wiſdom of your 
Anteſtoꝛs hath ſo moulded this out of a mix⸗ 
ture of theſe ,- as to give to this Kingdom 
(as far as humane pzudence tan pꝛovide) the 
convemenctes of all thee , without the inton⸗ 
vententies of any one, as longas the Balante 
hangs even between the thꝛee Eſtates, and 
they run joyntly on in their pꝛoper Chanelt 
(degetting Uerdure and Fertilitie in the 
Meadows on both ſides) and the overflow- 
ing of either on either ſide ratſe no deluge oz 
Inundation.

In this Kingdom the Taws are joyntly 
made by a King, by a Houſe of Peers, and 
by a Houſe of Comunons choſen by the Peo⸗ 
pie, all having free Uotes and particular Pꝛi⸗ 
viledges : The Government accoꝛding to 
theſe Laws is truſted to the King, Power of

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out which it would be diſabled to preſerve the 
Laws in their Foꝛte, and the Subjects in 
their Liberties and Pꝛopꝛieties, is intended 
to draw to him ſuch a Reſpect and Relation 
from the great Ones, as may hinder the-flls 
of Diviſion and Faction, and ſuch a Fear and 
Reverence from the people, as may hin- 
der Tumults, Uiolente, aud Licencionſnelſe. 
Again, that the Pꝛince may not make uſe of 
this high and perpetuall power to the hurt of 
thoſe foꝛ whole good He Hath it, and make 
uſe of the name of Publike Neceſlitte foꝛ the 
gain of his pꝛivate Favourites and Follow- 
ers, to the detriment of his People, the 
Houſe of Commons (an excellent Conſerver 
of Libertie, but never intended foꝛ any ſhare 
in Goverment, oꝛ the chuling ol them that 
ſhould govern ) is ſolely intruſted with the 
firſt Pꝛopoſitions concerning the Levies of 
Moneys (which is the ſinews as well of 
Peace, as war)andtheJmpeaching of thoſe, 
who foꝛ their own ends, though countenan⸗ 
ted by any ſurreptitiouſiy gotten Commando 
the King, have violated that Law, which 
he is bound (When he knows it) to pꝛotect, 
and to the pzotection of which they wert 
bound to advile him, at leaſt not to — 
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in the Contrary. And the Lolds being truſt⸗ 
ed witha Pudicatozy power, are an excellent 
Screen and Bank between the Pꝛince and 
People, to aſſiſt each againſt any Incroach⸗ 
ments of the other, and by juſt Pudgements 
to preſerve that Law, which ought to be the 
Bule of every one of the thꝛee. Foz the bet- 
ter enabling them in this, beyond the Exam⸗ 
ples of any of Dur Ancelto2s, We were wil- 
lingly contented to Oblige Our Selk, both 
to call a Parliament every thꝛee peers, and 
not to dillolve it in fiftie dayes, and foꝛ the 
pꝛeſent exigent , the better to raiſe Money, 
and avoid the pꝛeſſure (no leſſe grievous to 
Us then them) Our people muſt have-ſuf-

Since therefoze the Power Legally placed 
in both Houſes is mote then ſufficient to pꝛe⸗ 
vent and reſtrain the power of Ty:annie. 
and without the power which is now aſked 
from Us, we ſhall not be able to diſcharge 
that Truſt which is the end of Monarchie, 
ſince this would be a totall Subverſion of 

eFundamentall Laws, and that ercellent

that, by Which we enjoy the Higheſt Rights 
and greateſt Benefits., and are thevefo:e ob⸗ 
liged to dekend no leſle by Our Intereſt, then 
by Our Duty, and hope that no Jealonſies 
to the contrary ſhall be any longer nouriſhed 
in any of Our good people, by the ſubtill inſi⸗ 
uuations, and ſecret pꝛactices ot men, who foꝛ 
pꝛivate ends are diſaffected to Our Honour 
and Safety , and the Peace and Pꝛoſperity 
of Our People. And to ſhew pou, that no 
juſt indignation at ſo repꝛoachkull offers ſhall 
make Us refuſe to grant what is pꝛobable 
to condute to the good ok Our good People, 
becauſe of the ill company it comes in, We 
will fearch carefully. in this Heap of unrea- 
tonable Demands, fo2 ſo much as we may

In purſuance of which Scarch, in the 
fourth Pꝛopoſition, under a Demand which 
would take from Us that truſt which God,
